Just Room For Two 
In Police Station 


LONDON—The world’s smallest po- 
lice station stands smack in the middle 
of one of London's principal tourist 
thoroughfares. But rubber-necking 
Canadians and Americans seldom see 
it. 

It is ‘a circular, dome-towered affair, 
a little bigger than a telephone booth, 

Designed to look like a granite lamp 
standard, it stands on the Strand side 
of Trafalgar Square. A few yards away 
are the famed lion statues and the 
stretch of pavement where thousands 
of visitors daily feeqa the pigeons. 

Inside the station is a small switch- 
board with direct lines to Scotland 
Yard. Two policemen can stand erect 
at the same time and watch the square 
through steel shutters, without being 
seen themselves. 

The station was built after the Black 
Monday and Black Sunday riots by un- 
employed in 1886 and 1887.

WHAT IS A SUCCESSFUL SPORTS? 
Wainwright has just staged one of the most successful ~ 


sports days the district has enjoyed for a number of years. 
The committees in charge, and those who attended are general- 


' ly pleased with the day, and the kicks, of which there must 
always ‘be a few, are neither violent nor of a serious nature. 


Im view of the present flush of satisfaction, we felt that 


it might be high time that we assessed what may be consid- 
ered the measure of a sports day's success. Of course, from the 


point of view of the committee in charge the dollar mark looms 
large, and they may have a tendency to measure the success 
of the day largely by the net balance left over after all ex- 
penses have been paid. This is a very important angle and 
one that must be given a considerable amount of consideration, — 
but it’s not “the” angle in our minds. The cash balance left over 
at the end of this year’s sports, or last year’s, or any other 
year’s is not really an accurate measure of success at all— 
at least not of the sticcess of the day. It may be a measure of 
the success of the advertising, or the preparation of a program 
which proved attractive—but not of the day: The success of 
this year’s sports must be measured by the number of people 
who are satisfied that they have gotten their 50 cents’ worth 
and have made up their minds that they will come back next 
year for more. 


Sports in general are not designed as a money-making — 


project . . . they are designed merely as an entertainment fea- 
ture. The committees in charge do not expect any personak 
cash rewards for their efforts, nor do they have any great de- 
sire to build up substantial cash reserves. All they want and 
expect is that they build up a sufficient reserve to help defray 
expenses incurred in ¢ase of a rained out sports in the future, 
and a sufficient backing that will enable them to put on a better 
program each year. 

We feel that Wainwright has pulled out of the hole into 
which their sports had rested for the past few years, and that, 
given a little vision on the part of the committee in charge, 


’ future sports days here should be increasingly attractive.

THE REAL TEST 

The story of ostriches burying their heads in the sand 
when danger appears may not be true . . . but over the years 
we have become pretty well convinced that this is most cer- 
tainly true with human beings . . .and when they come up 
not only are their eyes full of sand, but there’s-a very bare 
patch behind that used to boast pretty smart feathers. 

Most of the ‘democracies” have been good head buried, 
with Uncle Sam away out in the lead. It took submarine war- 
fare to pull his head out of the sand in the first great war, 
and Pearl Harbour in the second. 

We are still quite convinced that the second world war 
could have been prevented, postponed indefinitely or won 
more quickly had the democracies gone all out before the war 
actually started . . not by striking first, but definitely by being 
ready to accept the challenge in a quick and decisive manner 
when it was issued. 

Prompt action on the part of the defenders can hardly be 
harmful. Prompt action must and is apparently being taken 
in the case of Korea. We believe that this will not make for 
more war but for less, for we do not believe that Korea is the 
real issue at stake. Korea just happens to be the place chosen 
to bring the issue to a head.

SPEAKING OF MONOPOLIES, 
WHAT ABOUT CEMENT 


In recent months much has been said and written about 
monopolies, and many prosecutions have taken place or are 
slated for the near future. An irate farmer friend of ours writes 
to know: “What about cement — is that monopoly or is it?” 
Frankly, we don’t know. We suppose that, in the sense that 
one company manufactures all the cement used in these here 
parts, it is a monopoly beyond doubt. However, we're not en- 
tirely satisfied with the definition; knowing less about ce- 
ment manufacture than we do about the Einstein theory, we 
can yet well imaging that it requires a tremendous invest- 
ment to get into the business. It may well be that while there 
is too much business for present productive capacity (an asser- 
tion which can scarcely be denied) they are not sufficient to 
warrant entry of another firm into the field not to warrant 
unlimited expansion of the one company now functioning. It 
may be that the situation would warrant some investigation by 
the powers that be, but while the present situation is definitely 
unsatisfactory, we doubt that it constitutes a monopoly in re- 
straint of trade in the ordinarily understood use of that phrase.

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Pensions 


The assumption that all advances 
made by the worker have resulted 
from the militant activities of organ- 
{zed labor is one that has been care- 
fully cultivated. In recent discussions 
it has been made to appear that pen- 
sions for older workers are a conces- 
sion reluctantly made by management. 
The facts are quite to the contrary. 
The idea of industrial pensions was 
not wrung from unsympathetic em- 
ployers but father originated with 
them as a matter of sound business 
policy. Indeed, for years, labor was 
quite indifferent te the suggestion. To 
give pensions to older workers was ar 
idea ‘too distant and impersonal to 
have very Much appeal fur the average 
employee, 

There were sound reasons why tae 
pension idea was favored by employers 
Some of these were outlined by M,. B. 
Folsom, tréasurer and director of the 
Eastman Kodak Company, in a recent 


address:to industry. Mr. Folsom point- | : 


ed out that as industries grew in age, 
employees tended to age with them. 
That posed a management problem of 
how to deal with older workers. There 
were three courses; to keep the em- 
ployee on the payroll for life, which 
involved reduceq efficiency in vopera- 
tion while it imposed a charge that 
did not appear as pensions but was 
part of general costs. Or management 
could release the worker and forget 
about him. Such a course reacted a- 
gainst the standing of the business in 
the community, and on the morale of 
its workers. There remained the third, 
adopted by thousands of industries 
without any suggestion of compulsion 
from labor—pension plans adapted tc 
the needs of the older worker and the 
ability of the industry to provide for 
them. ‘ 
Labor’s interest in pensions began 
as the rise in living costs began to 


j taper off, and with this the justifica- 


tion for recurring wage demands. It 
needed a new fighting policy and found 
At in pensions, and quickly seized the 
idea as its own. It was fairly obvious 
that as in the case of wages, labor 
would press for continually increasing 
advantages. Demands would’ be made 
on industries with little ability to meet 
the demand, and steadily increasing 
demands on those more fortunate. The

Poultry On The Range 


Watch all birds carefully while on 
the range ang see that they are gett 
ing to the feeders, advises F. J. Hig- 
ginson, Acting Poultry Commissioner, 
Alberta Department of Agriculture. 
Place feed and water at some point 
away from the main flock for the timid 
birds, Many producers follow the prac - 
tice of putting feed and water on the

Save Your Teeth The 
‘Sensible Way 


Tooth decay can be reduced 60 to 60 
percent by the simple process of 
brushing the teeth immediately after 
eating. That is the conclusion of Dr, 
Charles W. Freeman, dean of North- 
western .University’s Dental School, 
and is based on the results of a two- 
year test conducted among 946 men 
and women students. of five widely- 
separated colleges. Author William F. 
McDermott reports the finding of this 
extensive experiment in the lead ar- 
ticle of The Reader’s Digest for July. 

For two years a test group of [23 
students brushed their teeth with a 
‘neutral paste within ten minutes after 
|eating; or, if brushing was inconven- 
jient, merely rinsed their mouths with 
water. The other 428 students contin- 
feo, their regular habit .of brushing 
their teeth night and morning. At the 
end of the first year the latter group 
had developed new cavities at a rate 
‘averaging 2.2 per person, while the

The speed of the acid action on teeth 
varies with individuals, but with many 
it starts about three minutes after in- 
gestion of sugar and continues until 
the saliva successfully counterattacks. 

Brushing teeth night and morning 
“cleanses the teeth, sweetens the 
breath and leaves a pleasant taste, but 
does little to eliminate tooth decay,” 
the article states. Dr. Leonard A, Fos- 
dick, member of Northwestern's Den- 
tal School faculty and conductor of the 
test, cites his own experience.

Family Allowance 


Question Box 


QUESTION—My «youngest son con- 
tracted TB and was admitted to the 


San. Do I continue to receive Family 
Allowances or aye they sent to th 
San? MRS. X 

ANSWER—As. all TB hospitals th 
the province of Alberta are free hos 
pitals and unless you are contributing 
the minimum amount of maintenance 
required by the Family Allowances 
you would cease to qualify for Fam- 


ily Allowances with the month that the 
child entered the San. However, it 
would be as well to write the Regional 
Director of Family Allowances in your 
Capital City who could advise you as 
to the requirements of maintenance in 
order to qualify for allowances. 
QUESTION—Our baby was born in 
a municipal hospital and we were ad- 
vised that he was registered for Fam- 
ily Allowances before we left the hos- 
pital. However, he is now three months 
old and we have still not received 
Family Allowances, What should I do. 
PUZZLED 
ANSWER—It is the responsibility 
of parents to file a Family. Allowances 
registration form with the Regional 
Director of Family Allowances in the 
Capital City of your Province. There is 
no obligation on the part of the hos- 
pital to register a child for Family Al- 
lowances and this can only be done by 
the parents. You no doubt refer to the 
registration of birth of the child which 
is carried out by the hospital authori 
ties. You should immediately . obtain 
a Family Allowances registration form 
from the nearest Post Office, complete 
it and forward to the Regional Direa- 
tor,-All hospials with maternity wards 
have a supply of forms on hand which 
could be obtained and completed by the 
parents and forwarded for payment. 
QUESTION—We live in a remote 
area of the province, our nearest rail- 
way being 40 miles distant. We are 
unable to obtain a registration form 
for our baby due to these circumstan- 
ces. Could we get back payments on 
behalf of our baby? BUSHED. 
ANSWER—Yes, the Family Allow- 
ance Act specifically provides for cas- 
es of this nature and if you will write 
a letter with your registration form 
explaining your circumstances, consid- 
eration will be given to making retro 
active payments to the month follow- 
ing the birth of your baby. 
QUESTION—In December 1949 we 
moved to the province of Alberta from 
British Columbia. For the last two 
months we have not received our Fam- 
ily Allowance cheque. What must I dc 
to get my Family Allowance cheques. 
NEWCOMER. 
ANSWER—You should immediately 
notify the Regional Director in the 
Capital City of the province from 
which you moved of your new address 
and he will forward any cheques that 
may have been issued and returned to 
his office, to you. Your file will then 
be transferred to Alberta and pay- 
ments will be made from that office.

People Still 
Buying Automobiles 


A rise in the dollar-volume of auto 
|mobile purchased accounted entirely 
for the increase in Canadian retail sal- 
es in the first quarter of 1950, accord 
ing to the Bank of Montreal's Bus- 
iness Review for June. This is the 
highlight of the analysis of consumer 
spending, contained in the review, is- 
sued today. 

Beginning with background data, 
the B of M stresses that “the mass de- 
mand of some 13,700,000 Canadians for 


siderably larger” than export trade 
and new capital expansion combined. 

“In 1949,” the statement notes, “con- 
sumer spending amounted to no less 
than $10,750 millions as -compared 
with export demand for Canadian 
goods and services of about $4,000 mil 
lions and domestic investment in plant, 
equipment and housing totalling ap- 
proximately $3,400 millions.” Eilimina- 
ting the effect of the rise in both pop- 
ulation and living costs, it would ap- 
pear that Canadians are consuming, 
in real terms, about 60 per cent more 
goods and seryice per capita than im- 
mediately prior to the war.

Use Of Aircraft In 
Agriculture Spreads 
In The United States 


WASHINGTON—The_ airplane is 
fast becoming one of American agricul 
ture’s major production tools, 

Its use in seeding, fertilizing and 
weeding crops and in spreading insect- 
icides is spreading rapidly. 

The agriculture department thinks 
80 much of the possibilities that“it has 
joined several other agencies in dev- 
eloping an airplane especially design- 
ed for agricultural uses. The other 
agencies include the National Fiying 
Farmers,' an organization of farmers 
who fly their own planes in carrying 
on their work. 

A wartime chemical development 
has contribiited greatly to use of the 
plane in farming. That is the chemical 
weed killer 2,4-D. It will kill broad- 
leaved plants like most weeds, but will 
not harm grasses, such as rice, the 
common grains, sugar cane, wheat, etc. 

Dusting cotton from the air to kill 
boll weevils and other insects is 
spreading throughout the south and 
west, 

Makes Leaves Fall” 

Another development in the cotton 
field is the use of a chemical that mak- 
es the leaves drop off. This gives more 
nourishment to the cotton ball and 
simplifies the work of the mechanical 
picker. ; 

Another use of the airplane Involves 
blowing moisture off cherries at a 
certain stage when the combination of 
moisture and sun would crack the skin 
and injure the fruit. 

Much of the development of the use 
of the airplane in farming has come 
from army and navy pilots returning 
from the war. They naturally thought 
of the airplane as a tool for making a 
living. They found a surplus of war 
planes at hand, 

All they had to do was to put the 
airplane to work. There was a heavy 
demand for increased production in 
agriculture, and there was a heavy n- 
festation of weeds and insects. 

The agricultural development has 
created a new job for the Civic Aerao- 
nautical Administration—education of 
pilots in safe use of the new chemicals.

To help in the establishment of a 
uniform method of handling U.S. cur- 
rency and making change for Ameri- 
can visitors, the Foreign Exchange 


| Control Board has issued a special dis- 


play card for distribution to hotels, 
restaurant owners, retail merchants, 
service station operators and others 
engaged in the tourist business. 

The card carries a simple statement: 
“U.S. Funds Accepted at the Official 
Rate—$1.00 U.S. — $1.10 Canadian.” 
On the reverse are two simple tables 
for calculating the arhount of change 
which. should be given when Ameri- 
can currency is tendered in payment of 
an-account. One shows the simplest 
way to calculate change-making in 
Canadian dollars; the other when U.S. 
dollars are requested in change. 

In announcing distribution of the 
cards, Graham Towers, Chairman of 
the Foreign Exchange Control Board, 
said they had been designed to ac- 
complish two things. The first was to 
assure American visitors that they 
would receive the official rate of ex- 
change on any American currency 
spent at the point where the card was 
displayed. The second was to ‘avoid 
misunderstandings which otherwise 
might arise by providing business men 
with. clear, concise information for the 
making of change in either Canadian 
or U.S. funds as desired by the custo- 
mer, 

Mr. Towers emphasized that, al- 
though there is no compulsion on 
Canadians to accept U.S. dollars when 
they are offered those who do so are 
required by the Foreign Exchange Con 
trol Act and Regulations to allow the 


full official rate of exchange .

Three further points are included on 
the card. They are: 
(1) Canadian business men may not 
give American funds in exchange for 
Canadian funds.

(2) They may not give American funds 
for American if they have reason to 
believe that the person offering them is 
a resident of Canada, In cases of un- 
certainty as to whether the customer 
is American or not nationality can be 
established by driving license or other 
means of identification, 

(3) Canadian business men are re- 
mindeg that, apart from a reasonable 
‘amount which they may need to keep 


;on hand fdr change-making purposes, 


all U.S. funds received must be turned 
in to a bank in exchange for Canadian 
funds, It is illegal to use or dispose of 
them in any other way.

SEAFORTH, Ont.—Some ‘ students 
at Seaforth High School have volun- 
teered to work in the school’s garden 
during the summer vacations. And

Agriculturé teacher wloyd Morrison | 
gives his idea of the plan. 

“Too many farm people don’t pay 
enough attention to flowers,” he. says, 
“and too many town people are shal-, 
low on vegetables. 

“This course could be a levelling !n- 
fluence. Tienceforth, no student will 
graduate from our high school: without 
knowing something about turnips and 
bleeding hearts.” 

Each student is given at least one 
project each year, such as a home dec- 
oration plan, seed plots or poultry 
raising. There are tractor and baby 
beef clubs’ for'the boys and the girls 
are not forgotten, with a garden club 
established especially for them. 

Cost of the whole project is practi 
cally negligible. Big outlay was 


for the garden. Free seed is obtained 
from the Ontario Agricultural College. 
From the department of lands ‘and for- 
ests, the school has received 800 ever- 
green seedlings. Local residents have 
donated hundreds of perennials. 

Most of the “townsfolk seem to like 
the idea, too, The school hag consider- 
ed buying 4 tyactor, but implement 
dealers refuse. ‘to sell and donate equip- 
ment whenever it’s needed.

Canadian Destroyers 
Three Canadian destroyers were or+ 
dered to stand by at Esqimault, B.C., 
naval base in case they were needed 
in the Korea area, They were the 
Athabaskan, the Cayuga and the Sioux. 
Navy spokesman said the three were 
as up to date for naval action as vir- 
tually any destroyers in the world. 
Manned by nearly 700 officers, and 
men under the command of Capt. J. V. 
Brock.of Vancouver and Winnipeg, 
they were fully armed and fueled and 
“generally in complete readiness.” 
They had been stocking up for a train 
ing cruise to Burope starting July 11.

Treacherous Trailers 


(From Farm and Ratich Review) 

‘From the news reports that have 
been coming in toy frequently this 
spring, it is apparent that our farmers 
have a new itistrument of self- destruc- 
tion. It is the over-lcaded trailer. Only 
recently two farmers were killed on an 
Alberta highway when a trailer full of 
machinery, attached to their passen- 
ger car, threw the car out of control. 

When a trailer is being pulled by a 
car it builds up impetus. The brakes 
are applied in the car and this impetus 
forces the trafler against the coupling. 
It begins to wobble and sway from 
side to side. Greater pressure on the 
brakes will increase the careening and 
take the car out of control. 

Because the car and trailer move 
with euch ease until the brakes go on, 
it is natural for drivers to assume that 
everything is under control and it is 
perfectly safe to travel along at 45 or 
50 miles an hour. It isn't, not if there 
is a heavy load in the trailer, or one 
‘that is nicely balanced, or one that is 
not lashed securely in place. Treachery 
lurks in trailers and it can strike with 
fatal suddenness.

During the past week there has becon 
an improvement in the overall mois 
ture condition of the three Prairie Pro 
vinces The total moisture condition 
now stands at 75% of normal, compar- 
ed with 7i -per cent last week and 68 
per cent at this time a year ago. 

The total moisture condition for Al- 
berta now stands at 58 per cent of ror 
mal, compared with 54 per cent las, 
week, Saskatchewan now stands at 75 
per cent of normal; compared with 72 
per cent last week and Manitoba now 
stands at 113 per cent of normal, coia- 
pared with 109 per cent last week. 

The rainfall for this present grow 
ing season from April let to June 24th 
has been 52 per cent of normal in Al- 
berta, compared with 89 per cent last 
week. For Saskatchewan the seasonal 
rainfall has been 141 per cent of noi 
mal, compared with 133 per cent last 
week. 

In Alberta all Crop Districts have 
had less than- average rains excépt 
Crop District ‘No. 16, which has had 
better than normal rainfall. In Sask 
atchewan all Crop Districts have had 
less than average rains with the ex- 
ception of Crop Districts No. 1-and 2, 
which have had better than average 
rainfall.
